After 8<.'ver/il an- 
nounccmenta bad been made, Chairman 
Btreeter itatad tluit the conmiMaa on plat- 
form and raaolnttona had. oompMed tfieir 
labon, and called lipon Chairman Robert 
Bt-iiiUinK, of MilwBukoe, to rea<l the report. 

Mr. S<'liilliii(; stnUni that perhaps it w!u>- 
nec(s«iiry t<j iiwiltc some explaiiiition of the 
delay. He wiiil tliat tliei-.* wei e in iiiy idofu 
that cln«lie<l, im<l that Mio lnenlt>''r^ of thi 
(•otninitt«'« hail "^;iven ami taiten" with a 
vi(!W til li.irinoiil/e (ill ilitTei t>iii'>^-i H • lioixdl 
Uie nieinU'i-N of llie (Hjnferene.i wouM treat 
the rejKirt in the same Hpirit. To tell the 
truth, lie siiiil, tlii'i e were soiim tliins'* in the 
platl'uriu which he did not lilce, but ho had 
(•onoeded personal views for tlie salte of har- 
mony. The report wa8 onu'iidtHl in only two 
reapectri — on the woman Buffrai^^a qHMttou 
and on the name of the new party. 

The committee reported the name of the 
party aa "Commoners." The conventiou 
uia<lu it "Union Labor." The committee re- 
ported a very indefinite woman guffi-ai^e 
{klank, ami the convention made a lK)ld state- 
ment in favor of the reform. Aa adopUs) tlio 
jilatlorm is nn follows: 

"Tlie delegates of various industrial an<l 
reform political organisations have aasem- 
blwl froiu thirty-one states and territoriea ou 
this aiuuversary of the birth of 'Tlie Father 
of His Country,' to view the situation of 
public affairs and advise proper action. 

"A genanU diaoontent prevails on the part 
of the wealth produoera, farmen are sutfer- 
ingtrauApovarty which baa forced most of 
ttamto iBOdiafe 'tiMir faUtes, and prices 
ot products are ao lowaa to offer no relief ex- 
cept through bankruptcy. Laborers are 
ainldng into greater aad gnatar dependence, 
strikes are reaortad to wtthovt brUiging re- 
lief bWMM of the inabUlty ol Maplojrars, in 
many oasas, to pay living wagaa, whUa more 
and mot* are drlTan Into the a ti 'iita Buai- 
nesB men And ooUectkNW almost impossible, 
meantime hundrada of mUHona ot idle public 
money, whidi'to iM«l«d (ornliaf . to iocked 
up in the United Btatw.twury in grim 
mockery ot the diatrai. Land moaopoly 
flooriahea aa never bafora, and more and 
more ownara of the loU ara daily becoming 
tenaalB. Great transportation oori>orations 
still suooaad in aztorting their pruflu upon 
watered stock through unjust chargea. 

"The United i^tates seSiate has become an 
ojien s<"nniln!. its seats being i<iiri ha.scil l>y 
the ricii in o|n';i ili iimiee of the jxiimhir « III. 

"A trilliii;; lUli' i ie.s dispute Lt seizol iiinin 
ns uii exru.s-' for .squuiKlerinj^ public inoiu.N 
niKiM iiniiiiessiiry uiilitai-y preparutions 
win li ar e d. si^;iie<l to hitHtl a spirit of w.ii , 
toa|/e Huro|» i,n ilespotisiit. ami toeiupiy the 
lieiisury Willi' lilt paying; the pulilie Jelil.

To this end we 
demand a graduiitod lam t tax on all lai-;;e 
estates, eiqMH'ially tho-te held for s))eculative 
or tenant pui-|M>«s; the re«-laiuation of all 
unearned land grants; the iniineiliate o|)eii- 
iiig of Oklahoma to hommtt^ail si-ttlegnent: 
the purchase of all unoccupied Indian buulb, 
and the settlement of the various tribes upiHi 
kndi in severalty ;alaolawa preventing not-- 
porations from acquiring rsal estate beyond 
the requirements ai their bosinasi and • alien 
ownership of land. The systamaof irriga^oii 
in itataa and territories, where neitwitary, 
ahall be under such public control as slutll se- 
cure the free and equitable use of the water 
and franchises to the people. 

"HecoiuL— The meaiu of communication 
aud transportation should be owned oi- <!itii- 
tralkd by the people, as In the United RtaUM 
portal servic**, and equitable rat«M every- 
where establiMhed. • 

"Third.— The establishment of a National 
monetary system in the IntersHt of the pro- 
ducer, instt*ad of the speculator and tumrer, 
by which a cin iiliitiii); mediiun in nuttesaary 
quantity and lull legal tender shall be laHued 
directly to ttie jieople, without the Interven- 
tion of banks, or loaiie<l to i^itixolis upon 
ample security at a low rate of interer-t to- 
relieve from the exturtioiia of usury, ami en- 
able thoin to control the money supply. 1'cm- 
t,'il savings txmks should l>e est^ihlisheil. 
Willie we liiive tri>' <'oii)age of gold we sllould 
have free coinage of silver. We demaud the 
prompt puyiiieiit of the NatioiUll debt, and 
1 .niilcnin till- fiii-tlier is.sue of iatelv>st-boiu'lug 
l»m.l,-., cither l>y the Nnlioiinl goveritment, or 
liy MtiiUt., terrilories, coiuittus or municipali- 
lies. 

"Koiiith. — Arltitrntion should t.-ike the 
place of slrikiw iiiK I oilier injurious metho is 
ol si'ltliii;,' lahor ili.spiitos; tlie letting of con- 
vict lalnir to coiitractoi-s ls< prohibited : the 
cDiitiiict sysleiii iHuilMihslicd in pulilic works; 
the hours of labor in iiniiislnal iwitablish- 1 
meiiLs bt' risliice.1, coiniiieiisuiale with the 
increase of productioii in lalxir siivint; iiuv-l 
I'hinur . . L.tiloyes lie protix-l^'d from hislily 
injury; eijuul pay U-iiij; nivfii for e<pial 
VMiii lor iHith M-.xes. ami labor, ugnciitiii al 
ami I'o-opoi atl \ e as.soci.il ion-, U- 1. i-.ten-.l and 
iiicoipcrat^sl by law. i'lic lo'iudaiion of a 
i-epiiblie Ls the intulli;;ence of il-i cili/eiis, . 
uiiii cliiMreu \»lio are drivni into woi ksiiojw, | 
mines ami tai lors are deprived of ei iiu-atioll 
wiiicli >lionlii U< secure 1 lo all by proper leg- 
islation. We desire to sett labor iii>;ani/a- 
tiiULs (•xteiiil tliroUKboiit uli civiii/ed cmiii- 
ljn>s iiiiiil it, shall be iiupiWiiible for despots to 
array tlie workiii^ineii ol^ one isiiinlry iii war 
against tlieir broliiuin ot' another eonnti y. 

"Fifth.— In uppre<-iatitin of the serviuoa of 
United Htiitofi Holdioin ami sailoi-s, we d»- 
tor ihem 4m>tioe before cjuuity. The 



purpoialy deprecUktad money paid tlh«m dur- 
ing the war shouU be made etjual in valne to 
the gold paki the bondhokleiK The sukllM' 
was promised coin, or ita equiviilent, and 
paid in depreciated paper. The Imidliohter 
loaned the guvemmeut depredated paper, 
and oontnwted to taka It book, but was p«M 
in gold. 

"Hixth.— A graded tnoome tax la the most 
equitable system ot taxation, plaring the 
burden of government on thoae wlw can 
beat afltord to pay, inataad of laying it on 
the farineni ana pro&uaera, and ozwnptiiig 
millionaire bondhoklem and corporations. 

"Seventh —The capture of the Unit«l 
States s. nat«' by niiliioniUrsa and tools of t-oi 
ixiratioiis wIki hftge no sympathy with fr<v 
instit lit ions, llireBt4'n» the very exi<«t<'ni!e ol 
the i-i-publie. We demand a constitiltioiia' 
aniundineiil ninkiiig ITnitiil States senator- 
elective by a diriH-t voU- ot the piN>(>le 

"EigMh. — .' tiite and iiai loiial l.uvs hluiii!.! 

tm passed as nha 1 efffv^ually eTclii le ft im 

Amerii a the Monf^olian slave and .•\sinfie 

oonijwtition. 
"Ninth.— The employment of bodies of 

armed men by privataMrporationi abouldbe 

prohibited. 

"Tenth.— The right to vote ia inbcnot In 
citizenship, irrespective of sex. 

"Eleventh.— Exoeasive wealth, resulting In 
luxury and iddleness on t&e one hand, and 

excessive toil and poverty on the other, lead 
to intem|ieranoe and vice. The mtesurea of 
reform here d(>m&nded w^ill prove to be the 
scientific solution of the temp<>rajice (|iiee- 
tkMi." 

As soon as the chair callixl to order the 
convention of the Union I.,abor pni-tv for its 
third day's session, at 10 o'clwk this morn- 
ing, Mr. Murray, of Ma-ssacbusett.s, c lTere«l 
the following iVHolution, wliich was adupttwi 
by a standing vote: 

"Rmolvso, That tiki thanks of the con- 
vention are hereby taoderad to the citisens of 
Cincinnirtl, to the praia and k>cal executive 
committee for their hoqtitality, courtaay 
and for the oonaiderBte and liberal ganenMity 
hi providing f or the oonfort and welfte* of 
the l ep r eam fat iv of tha new party." 

Mr. luM, of Bnagylvania, offmd thefM- 
lowing: 

"RnobTBO, Tliak for the purpose of a Na- 
tional organiiation a wwnmlttea be appointed 
ronaiating of one member from each state, 
territory and the District of Colombia, tha 
membera of tha oomnlttaa to Iw sdectod by 
the state doiagatioaa." 

This met with objection from several dele- 
gates on tha ground that the rulee provided 
for such a committee and that the motion 1< 
out of order. 

Mr. Zane insisted that he wanted no cliiiu • 
to have control of the offices of the party, 
and his only pohit was to have tiie conven- 
tion and not the committee, select' the dialr- 
nkan, secretary aud treasurer.

When the muiuM of Mississippi, Arkansas 
aiul North Carolina were called, tli -} re- 
ported that they had no memlier to otfei-, us 
they refused to go into the organization, as 
the woman suffrage plauk in the platform 
would not be indorsed by their ■outham oon- 
■tituency. 

John R. Winston, of North Carolina, of- 
fered the following resolution: 

"Rbmoi.vei), That the planks in the i)lat 
form on land, transportation, money, IhIsh , 
inc«ime tax and Chinese labor l>e recogni/(«i 
as the National platform of this party, and 
that the atatea may pot tha others hi at their 
option." 

After a hot discusdon, the chair held the 
reeolution out it order, but ruled that a itio- 
tioo would be in order giving any state a 
right to have any plank of the National 
phitform out of the atate platfomi. 

A motion to thto effect wont through with' 
amriiand the dlaaffeoted atatea cheered and 
said they were aatfarttod and afterward an- 
nounced their National ooaunlttoaman. 

Thoipaa M. Omalla, of IndiaaapoUs, baa 
bean dectod diaimuui of the National com- 
mittee. 

When the Diatrlct of ColumbU was called, 
Chapman, a cranky Indivklual from Indi- 
ana, moved that It be not recognloed. He 
■aid Itlareaaonawra that thiwwia a neak 
hero, meaning Col. Lm Ohuidall, who won 
hac* trying to ba alaetad «hninnan a( the 
National oornmittee, 

He went oo to denounce him aa a hypnnrite 
and aell oat Than there waa load opnfinion 
and great ax cl ta m s u t and nearly avtry dal»- 
gata on hia ftat aaUng recognitkm. 

A vote was finally taken on the propoaition 
and the District of Columbia waa shut out 

After the naming of the oonunittee Jn<«i<> 
Horiwr, of Illiuoiii, and two or three others 
were noiuinattHl for chairman, but C-ol. Nor- 
ton, of Chicago, took the floor and in an eli - 
quetit s])eech nominated Thomas M. Oruelle, 
of Indiana, and he was ininie<liat«ly electetl 
by acclamation. 

The following gentlemen were then nomi- 
nated for se<i-etAry: L. P. Curtis, S. L. 
Doiitjlass. T. H. Vincent, R. M. R. Coorier, 
J. T. Taylor and 1. F. McDonald, of Ohio. 
.Mu-r the election of oliiiirmun Oruelle, K. II. 
(iillelt and I., H, Well' r, of Iowa, came to 
the i-escue of 1/H< Craiidall and iiisiste«l that 
an injustice had l>t)ti done the District of Co- 
luiiibia, and iiiovcd a re-considei-ation, which 
was carrie<l. .Mr. Crandall wits then auulaa 
member of the national committee. 

A*lliiWtlwoaiiT«tt9ft«y0anMd nnta a 



o'clock to n.tish the work of the convention, 
which iiicliules the election of a soci^etary 

and treasuier of the national committee. 

Chnii man ritrcetcr was tendered a unani- 
mous voto of thanks. ^ 

Chairmnn Btreeter headed a Bul«criptIon 
to pay the expenses of the committee ou ar- 
rangements with a ten dollar bill The 
amount. $ti\ was readily raisetL 

The main object of the convention having 
been utiaiiied in the platfonn of last ni(;ht, 
many of the delegates to the Union I,iHbor 
party national convention have start.il on 
their homeward way.

He was seen by a re p orter soon after the
